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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 3, 4 and 21 are allowable. The restriction requirement of group IV (claims 
5-19, 20, 22 and 23), as set forth in the Office action mailed on 1 1/22/05, has been 
reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to 
MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any 
claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. In view of the above 
noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised that if any claim(s) 
presented in a continuation or divisional application include all the limitations of a claim 
that is allowable in the present application, such claims may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application. Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 
are no longer applicable.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claims 3-5, 20, 24, and 25. 

As to claims 3-5, 20, 24 and 25, the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render limitations "beam directing mirror or beam 
chromatic shifting and directing means" and "there being at least one beam 
chromatic shifting and directing means present between said source of 
electromagnetic radiation and said spectrometer, which de-emphasizes intensity 
in visual wavelengths and while simultaneously increasing in both IR and UV 
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wavelength intensities", in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 3-5, 
20, 24 and 25.
